WASHINGTON, May 23.-— The 
biggest crowd in the history of 
Senate investigations jammed the 
huge committee room in the Senate 
office building and overflowed into 
the corridors today to hear the tes- 
timony of J. P. Mor-an on private 
banking. 

With Morgan was John W. Davis, 
his lawyer and 1924 Democratic 
presidential nominee. 

There was a hum of suppressed 
conversation as early arrivals 
started taking seats long before the 
scheduled starting time of 10 a. m. 
Senators’ wives and social leaders 
occupied many of the seats in the 
audience. 

First of the Morgan partners to 
arrive was George Whitney, who 
will follow Morgan on the stand. 

He took a seat in the front row 
with Russell Leffingwell, another 
partner. 

The crowd around the door was 
so dense that the witnesses had to 
be pushed through. 

The Morgan group had spent the 
night at a hotel, where it engaged 
almost five full fioors for the dura- 
tion of the inquiry. 

Morgan walked through 
crowd and took a seat at one end 
of the committee room. With 
Thomas W. Lamont, one of his 
partners, standing at his right and 
Davis at the left, Morgan smiled 
now and again. 

,Senators Slow in Arriving. 

As usual, Senators in general 
were much slower in arriving than 
witnesses and spectators. Morgan 
leaned back in his chair as messen-

TRAL I BEGUN 


Arraigned at Own Reasaesk 
on Unused Murder Indict- 
ment in 1916 San Fran- 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 23. — 
Thomas J. Mooney went w trial at 
his own request today on an un- 
used murder indictment similar to 
that on which he was convicted 17 
years ago and finally sentenced to 
life imprisonment in the San Fran- 
cisco preparedness day parade 
bombing. After hearing the accu- 
sation read, Mooney pleaded not 
guilty before Judge Louis Ward. 

Handcuffed and escorted by dep- 
uty sheriffs, Mooney entered court 
a few minutes before the trial 
opened. He took his seat at the 
counsel table and an officer re- 
moved the manacles. 

The trial promised to be one of 
the strangest in the annals of Cali- 
fornia. “The prosecution adhered 
to its previous determination to 
produce no evidence, and Judge 
Ward had already ruled the de- 
fense would be allowed to attempt 
the impeachment only of such evi- 
dence as the State presented. 

Leo Gallagher of defense coun- 
sel announced his intention of mak- 
ing the jury selection as short as 
possible. He said the principal 
issue of the defense in selecting 
jurors would be whether they could 
hear the case without . prejudice. 

Judge on Verdict’s Importance. 

Judge Ward advised attorney that 
the only use of a verdict of acquit- 
tal would be a plea at bar in future 
legal proceedings, and would be 
worthless as far as its practical 
aspects were concerned. He reiter- 
ated his determination to prevent 
the trial from becoming an instru- 
ment by which Mooney might seek 
freedom despite his original con- 
viction. 

Judge Ward asked if the defense 
wished to proceed. Mooney arose. 

“We do,” he said. 

“In that case,” said the Court, 
“it is the constitutional right of the 
defendant to trial.” 

Judge Ward then said there was 
no record of Mooney having plead- 
ed to the indictment. Mooney 
stepped to the bar, heard the accu- 
sation, and said: 

“I plead not guilty and waive all 
technical pleas, proceeding on the 
theory of not guilty.” 

“Do you waive the question of 
having once been in jeopardy?” the 
Court asked. “We do,” said Gal- 
lagher. 

“And the question of res adjudi- 
cated (the legal doctrine that the 
original conviction adjudicated the 
entire case?)” “We do,” sgaid Gal- 
lagher. 

Says Defendant Is Innocent. 

Gallagher then presented an af— 
ridavit in support of a request for 
the defense to obtain certain doc- 
uments in the hands of the District 
Attorney bearing on the case. He 
proclaimed the desire of the de- 
fense for “a real trial.” 

“We want the world to know,” 
he shouted, “that Mooney is inno- 
cent and was framed by the public 
officials of San Francisco.” 

“Sit down, Mr. Gallagher,” said 
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Judge Ward. “It is unwise to use 
such argument now. In, course of 
time the defense will have an op- 
portunity to address the jury.” 

Gallagher then read the names of 
witnesses he asked be subpenaed 
for the trial, at the conclusion of 
which Judge Ward daeclared: 

“As the Court has previously in- 
dicated, I now reaffirm, th> «€ 
fense cannot impeach any of the 
testimony introduced at the pr-..- 
ous trial of the defendant unless it 
is reintroduced at this trial. In 
other words, the defense cannot 
build up a structure of evidence, 
only to push it over with alibi wit- 
nesses.” : 

Judge Ward then instructed the 
clerk to call the jurors and the 
box was filled with four women and 
eight men. Assistant District Attor- 
ney read the indictment and start- 
ed questioning the jurors.

HUSBAND STRUCK HER} 


Later Gave Her Cigarette Case 
“To MakeUp” She 
Tells Jury. 


By the Associated~ Press. 

NEWPORT, R. I, May 23.—Mrs. 
Eugenia Woodward Jelke, testify- 
ing today on behalf of her cross 
petition for divorce from her hus- 
band, F. Frazier Jelke, of Newport 
and New York, declared that she 


had always been a faithful wife 
and had lived up to the marriage 
covenant. 

She. said he was 28 years old and 
5 feet 4 inches tall. She began re- 
lating various incidents in which 
she said her husband had mistreat- 
ed her. 

After breifly outlining her itin- 
erary following her marriage, she 
said that she arrived at Palm Beach 
in March, 1931. 

“We were playing backgammon 
at the Bath and Tennis Club when 
someone called my husband’s at- 
tention to a boat out at-sea,” she 
said. “He stood up on a table for 
a long time watching it, and I said, 
‘Frazier, let’s finish the game and 
go to lunch. [m hungry. He 
jumped down and struck me. I was 
horrified and ran up the beach, 
crying. He came after me and said, 
‘You strike me, darling.’ And I said, 
‘What good would that do?’ Later 
he gave me a gold cigarette case 
to make up.” 

Dr. Sidney R. Miller, Baltimore 
physician, testified that he believed 
the treatment Mrs. Jelke had re- 
ceived from her husband was re- 
sponsible for her “potentially seri- 
ous” physical and mental condition 
in 1931. 

He added there was no evidence 
she was a confirmed user of alcohol 
but that his examination had dis- 
closed there was a former tubercu- 
lar condition of glands in her chest 
which was not now active. 

He said that after his examina- 
tion of Mrs. Jelke her husband 
called him on the telephone and 
referred to Mrs. Jelke in terms 
which “I prefer not to use in any 
court-room.” 

A series of letters which passed 
between the doctor and Jelke were 
introduced. The first letter from 
Jelke suggested a consultation with | 
another physician. The doctor re- 
plied such a consultation was not 
necessary and that Mrs. Jelke did 
not desire it. 

In this letter, he directly charged 
Jelke with being responsible for his 
wife’s condition and stated that in 
the interests of her happiness and 
physical health there should be a 
settlement of the pair’s affairs as 
soon as possible. 

The doctor testified that Mrs. 
Jelke often expresserd the desire to 
see her husband and also to be 
reconciled with him. 

At Birmingham that month when 
they were leaving, her sister and 
brother-in-law went down to the 
train to see them off, she related. 

“T remarked,” she said, “what a 
nice fellow my sister had married, 
and my husband said, ‘He hasn't 
any money.’ I replied ‘Money isn’t 
everything,’ and he called me a 
little gold digger. Don’t you ever 
call me that,’ I replied, ‘when I 
signed away my dower rights be- 
fore marrying you.’ Whereupon Be 
slapped my face.” 

Knocked Down Twice.

M, C, STEINBERG GO, CLIENTS 
TESTIFY ABOUT SECURITIES 


Seeking to Regain Holdings Not 
Delivered When Brokerage 
Firm Failed. 

Customers whose securities had 
not .been delivered to them when 
the stock brokerage firm of Mark 
C. Steinberg & Co. failed April 28, 
1932, continued ‘to testify before 
Referee in Bankruptcy Coles today 
in support of their petitions to re- 
claim the securities. The hearings, 
held in Federal Court because the 
Referee’s office is too small to ac- 
commodate the large number of 
claimants, are expected to continue 

several days. 

Many of the claimants contend 
that the securities, owned by them 
outright, were pledged py tne firm 
and sold by the pledgees. Others 
were marginal customers of the 
firm, claiming the securities pledged 
were valued in excess of marginal 
requirements. 

Under its settlement agreement, 
the firm recently paid $165,483 to 
general creditors, representing 20 
per cent on their claims totaling 
$837,000. The general creditors re- 
ceived promissory notes of the nine 
partners for the remaining 80 per 
cent of their claims. Mark C. Stein- 
berg, senior partner, put up about 
$275,000 to take care of all claims 
and expenses of the proceeding.

Uses of Private Bankers. 


“So far as to the duties. I will 
now pass on to the uses of private 
bankers. 

“These seem to me to be closely 
related to the fact that, as they 
are risking their own money and 


properly 

sibilities and businesses which the 
management of an incorporated 
bank might not be justified 
dealing with. 

“Subject to the paramount need 
of keeping their banking position 
toward their depositors sound and 
liquid, they can in a very prompt 
and effective way assist in the de- 
velopment of the industries and 
productions of this largely indus- 
trialized world. 

“They can also come to the aid 
of a general situation, or of their 
friends and clients, in times of 
panic and distress, to an extent that 
an incorporated bank might well 
feel it had no right to do with its 
stockholders’ money. 

“Another Important Use.” 
“Another very important use of 
the private banker is to serve as a 
channel whereby industry may be 


.| provided with capital to meet its 


needs for expansion and develop- 
ment. 

“To this end the private banker 
can serve well, since, as he has at 
stake not only his clients’ interest 
but his own reputation, he is likely 
to be specially careful. 

“If he makes a public sale and 
puts his own name at the foot of 
the prospectus, he has a continuing 
obligation of the strongest kind to 
see, so far as he can, that nothing 
is done which will interfere with 
the full carrying out by the obligor 
of the contract with the holders of 
the security. To accomplish this it 
is frequently desirable that the pri- 
vate banker should be a director of 
the company, the securities of 
which he has sold. 

“As to the charge that is fre- 
quently and, as I believe, carelessly 
made, that bankers force their way 
into boards of directors, I can only 
say that, in my experience of over 
40 years, I can not remember any 
partner of the house taking a di- 
rectorship except at the earnest re- 
quest of the board of directors of 
the company in question. It is 
often useful for the directors of a 
company who are not financial ex- 
perts to have an expert of that 
sort, in whom they have confidence, 
at hand for consultation. This is 
why I regret the tendency of so 
much present day legislation which 
endeavors to prevent bankers from 
being directors of one tking or an- 
other, or which throws on directors 
such liabilities for errors for which 
they could not be responsible as to 
make it too dangerous for any man 
of experience or meanr to assume 
such responsibilities. 


Capital Supply for Industry. 

“We must not lose sight of the 
fact that the steady supply of cap- 
ital for industry is an essential of 
our system, and that anything 
which may hinder the flow of such 
@ supply, or needlessly diminish the 
confidence of the investor in the 
safety of his investment, is unde- 
sirable.

Federal Judge Testifies in 
Own Defense at Senate 
Trial—Early Vote Is Ex- 
pected. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—From 
the witness stand in the Senate 
chamber, Federal Judge Harold 
Louderback of California today told 
the Court trying five impeachment 
charges agatast him that “decided- 
ly not” a penny of fees in the Rus- 
sell-Colvin Brokerage Co. case 
went to him. 

In this case, which forms the 
basis of the first of the five counts, 
the jurist is accused of removing 
Addison G. Strong as receiver and 
appointing H. B. Hunter on the 
recommendation of W. 5S. Leake, 
San Francisco healer, whom the 
House charges’ received $1200 
through John D. Short, Hunter's 
attorney. 

“In the allowance of fees in this 
case were you influenced to any 
extent except by the record?” asked 
Walter Linforth of defense counsel. 

“I was not,” replied Louderback. 

‘“Did you participate to the ex~ 
tent a single cent in any allowance 
to Mr. Hunter cr his attorney?” 

“Decidedly not.” 

Louderback, appearing as the 
last defense witness in his trial, de- 
scribed the removal of Strong and 
appointment of Hunter and his ac- 


‘ quaintance with Leake, Short and 


others figuring in the case. 
Describes His Career. 


Louderback described his legal 
career, election to the State Su- 
perior Court in 1920 and re-elec- 
tion in 1926, and his taking the 
Federa) judgeship April 30, 1928. 

Under questioning of Walter Lin- 
forth of defense counsel, he de- 
scribed his relations with W. S&. 
Leake, San’ Francisco healer, who 
testified yesterday, remarking that 
he had heard his father and others 
speak of Leake before 1918, when 
he met him. 

An aunt lived at the Fairmont 
Hotel, where Leake lived, Louder- 
back explained, and he met him 
there in 1918. In 1926, in his cam- 
paign for re-election to the State 
Court, Louderback went on, “Leake 
gave me sdme very helpful sug- 
gestions.” 

“Our friendship became more 
close after that,” he continued. 


Why Leake Paid Bill. 


On the State bench, he said, he 
gave Lake “five or six small re- 
ceiverships” and some appraiser- 
ships at small fees. 

Louderback then described his 
removal of residence to his broth- 
er’s home in Contra Costa County, 
and his living at the Fairmont Ho- 
tel in San Francisco in a room for 
which he said Leake paid the ho- 
tel, but for which Louderback paid 
Leake, explaining this arrangement 
was to prevent publicity being 
given his own marital difficulties. 

A number of checks he gave 
Leake, indorsed by him and the 
hotel, were put into the evidence. 

Asthmatic attacks at his broth- 
ers home, which was surrounded 
by plants, was advanced as his rea- 
son for not residing there continu- 
ally, although he said his “personal 
effects” were kept at that home 
and he voted in Contra Costa Coun- 
ty. 

About Removal of Strong. 

Describing his appointment and 
subsequent removal of Addison G. 
Strong as receiver for the Russell- 
Colvin Brokerage Co., Louderback 
said he asked Strong if he had an 
attorney and was-‘told he had not, 
but would consult with the Judge 
regarding the selection of counsel. 

He described a later talk with 
Strong and Strong’s request for the 
firm of Heller, Ehrman, White & 
McAuliffe to be his attorneys. This 
firm, the Judge went on, represent- 
ed the San Francisco Stock Ex- 
change, adding that he told Strong 
that to appoint them made the case 
“look too much like one family,” as 
Strong was the Exchange auditor. 

He recommended John D. Short 
to Strong, the Judge continued, and 
Strong said he had “never heard of 
him,” Louderback said. 

He said he suggested other firms 
to the receiver, explaining in an- 
swer to Linforth that Senator Hi- 
ram Johnson was connected now 
with one of them. 

Strong was not told by him “do 
you realize what a plum you have 
picked?” in the receivership, the 
Judge said, answering previous tes- 
He then de- 
scribed how Leake had suggested 
Hunter to him as receiver. 

His testimony and Leake’s yester- 
day about their conversation in the 
Fairmont lobby and Hunter's ap- 
pearance were virtually the same. 

The next day, Louderback contin- 
ued, Strong refused to resign and 
told him that Florence McAuliffe 
of the Exchange law firm had ad- 
vised him against that course and 
that “the Judge could not remove 
him and that he was going to take 
McAuliffe’s advice” rather than the 
Judge's about the receivership. 

He thereupon removed Strong, 
Louderback said, denying that he 
had clutched his arm and told him 
that he was “canned” or “fired” as 
receiver. | 

Observing that he had known the 
firm of Keyes & Erskine, with 
which Short was connected, since 
about the time he started to prac- 
tice law, Louderback added that he 
had become acquainted with Short 
through W. L. Hathaway, Short’s 
father-in-law, who lived at the 
Fairmont.

Doping the Cripples. 

T was the use of drugs on 

cripples that was the most rep- 
rehensible feature of “hopping” 
race horses. Thoroughbreds with 
great speed and bad feet were 
the victims. Sometimes the horse 
not only had to have his feet 
“frozen” but had to be hopped 
as well. 

In the early days, before drugs 
were much less frequently used, 
they “tubbed” a horse with bad 
feet before a race. In other 
words, they literally froze them 
in a tub of ice, so that they would 
not become hot so quickly when 
running. Hotentot, the winner of 
a St. Louis Derby, had to have his 
feet treated in this manner. 

These horses usually suffered 
cruelly after the race was run. 
The burning pace soon tore off 
the effects of freezing. Some- 
times the racer actually limped 
back to the judges’ stand. 

Today they freeze the sore feet 
with ether—but no real horse- 
man ever made his charge suffer 
in that way.

HERE was a great son of 
Candiemas, with dickey legs, 
which raced at St Louis tracks 
here more than thirty years ago.

ONT get the idea that rac- 
ing today is all pure and holy. 
It’s just as‘it always was. That’s 
because there will always be a 
percentage of cheaters in any 
game where there’s gambling. 
They still stuff sponges up the 
favorite’s nose, when they don’t 
want him to win. They still pull 
horses, although not always as 
crudely as the case at Sports- 
man’s Park. No doubt there are 
stimulants used, some of them 


More Humane Than Dope. 
battery was considered 
more humane than the vari- 
ous drug stimulants given to 
some horses in other days—and 
perhaps today, too. The battery, 
whether applied through the 
spur, the whip or other contact, 
did no harm to the horse except 
to startie him into the action. 
The power generated was insuf- 
ficient to hurt. 

On some occasions the battery 
was not actually employed in the 
race. Horses were trained to it 
in their workouts. Then, in the 
race, if the jockey touched the 
ear tip of a horse that had been 
worked with a battery whip or 
spur, the horse anticipated the 
electric impulse when touched 
and leaped out to renewed effort, 
although no electricity was there! 

That scheme actually was 
worked at Union Race Track. 
Although the rider was suspect- 
ed and his equipment examined 
more than’ once, the deception 
was not discovered by officials. 
Nor would it have mattered if it 
had been. The horse had run 
his race under legal conditions.

In these days, where so many 
advertising touts are getting as 
high as $100 to name a single 
winner a day, there is not much 
doubt that attempts are made to * 
arrange races. An owner who 
stimulates his entry merely to be 
| certain that he will run his best 
race is holy and pure beside the 
efforts of jockeys’ “rings” and 
owners’ combinations which work 
together against the public 
“form.” 

Perhaps the worst and most 
insidious form of race cheating 
today is the practice of working 
a. horse into condition by enter- 
ing him several! times and giving 
him “easy” races. The horse 
rounds into condition and fails to 
get into the money only because 
he is not being ridden out. 

Then, some day, he bobs up for 
a killing at good odds. The own- 
er can show the questioning stew- 
ards that his horse had raced 
himself into condition. : 

“He just hit his stride all at @4 
once,” the owner says. And what 
can the poor ~-ward do?’ 

A good racing secretary, how 
ever, knows the ins and outs of 
every horse and every owner on 
the track. He, knows what each 
man is about, and if he wants to 
be mean about it, he can break 
up any combination of jockeys 
or owners. 

He can turn the heat on by 
refusing the entries of the tricky

RUG methods of stimulating 

race horses have proved less 
excusable. Stimulants some- 
times were given in the form of 
pills or “cartridges.” Strychnine, 
whisky and other invigorators 
were used. 

Weak-hearted horses, lifted to 
unusual exertions under the in- 
fluence of dope, have been known 
to fall dead from the over-stim- 
ulation. At the old Fair Grounds 
track a mare—her name was Ger- 
aldine, unless memory has played 
us a trick—won her race and 
trotted back to the winner's cir- 
cle, where she collapsed and tater 
died of heart trouble. It was the 
unofficial gossip that “hop” did 
it.

Carl Giessow Tells Cham- 
ber of Commerce ‘St. 
Louis Has Much to Lose, 
. Nothing to Gain. | 


St. Louis has “nothing to gain 
and much to lose” in the St. Law- 
rence Seaway, Carl Giessow, head 
of the Chamber of Commerce Traf- 
fic Bureau, declared at a noon 
meeting of the chamber today at

“The treaty hits t- in every 
way,” he said. “We should oppose 
its ratification to the limit.” 


ed States and Canada is expected 
to come up for ratification by the 
Senate in the next session. It 


would provide a 27-foot ocean chan- 
nel from the Great Lakes through 
the St. Lawrence, and limit the di- 
version at Chicago of Lake’ Mich- 
igan water declared essential to 
navigation in the new 9-foot Lakes 
to the Gulf waterway connecting 
Chicago, St. Louis and New Or- 
leans. 

Needs of Chicago sanitation were 
considered in a Supreme Court de- 


1500 cubic feet a second. The treaty 
picked up that limit and ignored 
an order of Congress, for possible: 
revision of the limit, which called 
on the army engineers to deter- 
mine the amount of Lake Michigan 
water required for navigation in 
the Lakes to the Gulf waterway. 

Would Lose Northern Markets. 

This and other aspects of the 
treaty were attacked by Walter B. 
Weisenburger, president of the 
chamber; Jacob M. Lashly, chair- 
man of the board; Cleveland A. 
Newton, general] counsel of the Mis-| 
sissippi Valley Association and for- 
mer leader of the congressional 
river bloc, who pointed out that the 
sole ultimate cost of the diversion 
was a trivial loss of waterpower 
on the St. Lawrence, and Giessow, 
who said the seaway would force 
St. Louis out of Northern markets. 

Giessow said that the seaway 
might be expected to encourage 
the movement of foreign ores, 
Canadian and British coal and 
probably foreign petroleum, with 
consequent displacement of Amer- 
ican products. While freight sav- 
ings of the seaway on Midwestern 
wheat for foreign markets had 
been estimated at 10 cents a bush- 
el, Giessow pointed out that total 
freight to Montreal now averaged 
only 8 cents a bushel, and the 
Brookings Institution had estimat- 
ed average savings at 2% cents 
a bushel in a normal year, while 
no savings could be expected in 
comparison with the low rates of 
the last few years. 

Western Farmer’s Hope. 

He added that twice as much 
grain moved from Canadian ports 
as from lake ports of the United 
States, and that, upen opening of 
navigation on the Missouri River, 
Kansas City grain- could reach 
New Orleans cheaper by water 
than it can reach Chicago by rail. 
The Mississippi system, he said, 
was the real hope of the Western 
farmer. 

“The lake ports would unques- 
tionally improve their “status 
through the construction of the 
seaway, to our detriment,” he com- 
mented, listing foreign products 
which might reach them in ocean 
“As though the harm which 
would be sustained from giving our 
competing cities cheaper transpor- 
tation were not enough, the treaty, 
under Article VIII, proposes to limit 
diversion of much needed water in- 
to the Lakes to the Gulf waterway.” 

Former Congressman Newton as- 
serted that the treaty limit would 
“make impossible a commercially 


Lakes to the Gulf of Mexico.” He 
cited the finding of hydraulic en- 
gineers that a diversion of 10,000 
cubic feet a second lowered lake 
levels less than six inches, which 
never increased, whereas Congress 
has authorized construction of 
$3,700,000 . compensating works, 
which will raise lake levels 18 
inches. 


Interior Should Come First. 


Hence, he remarked, “we can 
have a 27-foot seaway in the Great 
Lakes down the St. Lawrence and 
a commercially useful waterway 
from the Great Lakes to the Gulf 
without injury to navigation.” But 
the water needed for navigation in 
the Lakes to the Gulf waterway 
“cannot be used to turn the tur- 
bines of the power companies down 
the St. Lawrence.” 

“Any American,” he commented, 
“ought to be more interested in 
producing low cost water transpor- 
tation through the great interior 
of this country than in producing 
power down the St. Lawrence in 
Canada.” 


President Weisenburger, urging 
organization of a St. Louis commit- 
tee to oppose ratification of the 
treaty, remarked, “The only thing 
the matter with this fire is that it 
is not burning in the present. They 
are just building it.

CONTRACT ATTACKED 
IS FOR $20,334,262 


Petition Says Brothers Got 


Properties Disposed of to’ 


Road They Control, for 
Much Less Than That. 


Financial transactions between 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad Co. 
and the Van Sweringen corpora- 
tions controlling it are attacked by 
the Reconstruction Finance VCor- 
poration, Federal relief lending 
agency, in a petition filed late yes- 
terday in Judge Faris’ division of 
the United States District Court, 
asking for the appointment of a 
disinterested trustee or trustees to 
determine whether the transactions 
should be repudiated or ratified. 

L. W. Baldwin, president of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad, is now 
in charge of its operation under 
appointment of Federal Judge 
Faris. No suggestion is made about 
changing his status, but the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation does 
seek appointment of one or more 
trustees, whether in addition to 
Baldwin is not stated. 

Baldwin was continued in con- 
trol of the railroad by Judge Faris 
when the company filed a debtor's 
petition about two months ago un- 
der the amended bankruptcy act, 
seeking a reorganization. His sal- 
ary was reduced by Judge Faris 
from $85,000 to $40,000 a year. 

Max O’Rell Truitt, who filed the 
petition as counsel for the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, 
when asked whether it contemplat- 
ed removal of Baldwin as operat- 
ing head of the railroad, said he 
would not go beyond the petition. 

The petition alleges that O. P. 
and M. J. Van Sweringen, through 
their control of the Missouri Pa- 
cific, caused it in 1930 to contract 
to purchase for $20,334,262 pruper- 
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ties from another of their corpora- | 
tions which it is charged had been | 
acquired shortly before at much 
less cost. 

Wants Contracts Investigated. 

The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration states in its petition that 
t is a creditor of the Missouri Pa- 
cific to the amount of $23,134,800 
plus interest at 6 per cent, the prin- 
cipal and interest now being in de- 
fault, and sets out that it believes 
it is entitled to have a disinterested 
trustee or trustees who would in- 
vestigate the contracts with the 
Van Sweringen corporations and de- 
cide whether they should be repudi- 
ated or affirmed. : 

It is set out in the petition that

rious corporations, and particular- 
ly the Alleghany Corporation, a 
holding company, acquired 547,800

Help— Determined 
Starvation.

WASHINGTON, May 23.—The re 
lief policy of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration was outlined yesterday as 
opposed to’ maintaining millions on 
destitution relief rolls but as deter- 
mined to prevent starvation. 

Harry L. Hopkins made the state- 
ment of policy after entering on his 
duties as administrator of the $500,- 
000,000 of Federal funds to be given 
the states for relief purposes in. the 
next two years. 

The first act of Hopkins, who was 
drafted by the President from the 
New York State relief administra- 
tion, was to telegraph the Gover- 
nors of eight states to make imme- 
diate application to the new admin- 
istration for money needed from 
May 19 to May 30. 

He informed the Governors that 
funds would be immediately avail- 
able when they applied, giving fig- 
ures of expenditures of public 
money from all sources for relief 
during the last quarter. 

The money is to be granted on 
the basis of one Federal dollar for 
every three dollars of public moneys 
from all sources spent by the states 
during that period. 

First Allotments Made. | 

The allotments made were: 

Colorado, $302,645; Georgia, $40,- 
622; Illinois, $2,500,000; Iowa, $47,- 
207; Michigan, $1,630,540; Mississip- 
pi, $164,193; Ohio, $39,245, and 
Texas, $611,865. 

“The important point of the whole 
situation,” Hopkins said, “is that 
there is an unconscionable number 
of people getting relief throughout 
the country. There are 400,000 fam- 
ilies on the relief rolis of New York 
alone, a total of about 1,600,000 per- 
sons. If this proportion is kept up 
throughout the country at least 16,- 
000,000 people are receiving relief. 

“I do not think it is my place to 
perpetuate any system that will 
keep any such number of people on 
the rolls. I do not think this was 
the intention of the Congress and I 
know it is not that of the President. 

“I understand it to be the Presi- 
dent’s plan to put a substantial 
number of these people on jobs to 
be created through the public works 
program. 

“Many people, however, must be 
cared for for some time to come. 

States Must Do Share. 

“The second factor is the fact 
that the Federal Government is put- 
ting up $500,000,000 for relief. At 
the rate the country is spending for 
relief, the expenditures will be well 
over $1,000,000,000 a year if it keeps 
up. 


“If that is the situation, unless 
the states, cities and counties do 
their part,-we are licked at the out- 
set. The Federal funds must be 
administered wel" and on an entire- 
ly non-partisan basis. We feel a 
great responsibility in spending a 
half billion dollars of the taxpayers’ 
money and seeing to it that none of 
it is wasted.” 

Only a few thousand dollars is 
left of the $300,000,000 out of which 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration has been making grants to 
states. The corporation had allot- 
ted funds for most of the states it 
helped up to May 19. 

The new relief administrator ex- 
pects within a few days to outline 
to the Governors what funds they 
may include in computing the 
amount expended by the states. 

Included in this sum, under the 
interpretation of the law as dis- 
closed yesterday by Hopkins, the 
emergency relief advances by the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
are to be counted and a total of 
moneys expended by the states. 

What “All Sources Means.” 

The law specifies that the admin- 
istration shall make grants from 
$250,000,000 of the $500,000,000 fund 
on the basis of $1 of Federal money 
for each $3 “expended by such state, 
including the civil subdivisions 
thereof, out of public money from 
all sources.” 

The words “all sources” were 
construed 1» mean inclusion of Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
advances which are to be repaid to 
the Federal Government out of fu- 
ture highway aid funds unless other 
arrangements are made for their 
payment. 

The $250,000,000 to be distributed 
on the basis of actual need is ex- 
pected to be disbursed on the basis 
of unemployment relief needs rather 
than population. 

The “one for three” grants are to 
be made every three months. They 
will be based on state expenditures 
for the three months immediately 


preceding each grant.

Poland: A Ukrainian Point of View. 
To the Editor of the Pust-Dispatch: 

ENRY TUHOLSKE, in this column of 

May 17, made numerous complaints 
in reference to Germany making wild 
faces at Poland. And to lead our senti- 
ments astray in favor of Poland, he would 
have us put thumbs down on Germany 
because of her alleged systematized op- 
pressions. He further tells us that, if 
Germany were given only half the op- 
portunity, she would tear his dear Poland 
to titties. 

Lloyd George once said that Poland 
had five Alsace-Lorraine problems: The 
Polish Corridor, Upper Silesia, Vilna, the 
Ukraine and Russia. Lloyd George was 
seemingly right. It is evident that no 
foreign Power or people is doing harm to 
Poland today. All the injustices done to 
Poland are done by Poland herself. 
Poland's gluttorious character, her violent 
passion for dominance and show and her 
ancient hatred for anything that is not 
Polish are some of the well-known rea- 
sons why Poland has headaches every 
morning. j 

Majorities composed of 100 per cent 
Poles are the governing class, and minor- 
ities composed of Germans, Lithuanians, 
Ukrainians, White Russians, Jews and 
others are making the welkin ring with 
their grievances. There is a feeling of 
hopelessness in view for Poland and one 
wonders if she will ever get out of her 
minority entanglements. Such a succes- 
sion of seemingly irresistible political 
forces colliding with seemingly equally 
immovable racial objects, makes one fur- 
ther feel that the problem of Poland's 
minorities defies solution and that it is 
hot on the verge of a minorities revolu- 
tion. 

Polish inhabitants of Eastern Galicia 
are far outnumbered by the Ukrainian 
minority in that territory, whose number 
is 8,000,000. The Versailles Treaty gave 
the Ukrainian and other minorities the 
right to self-determination, which right 
is being unceasingly trespassed by the 
Polish program of a systematized dena- 
tionalization of Ukrainians, If Mr. Tu- 
holske has kept in touch with the events 
of the last year or so, he might have 
read a Literary Digest account of the 
last major elections in Poland. In his 
campaign, Pilsudski ordered the persecu- 
tion and arrest of thousands of Ukrain- 
ians, who were kept in jails until the 
election was over, so that he could be 
assured of a victory at the polls. Again, 
Ukrainians are deported and, in their 
places, on their lands, are sent retired 
Polish soldiers in an effort to Polonize 
the country. 

In Eastern Galicia, Ukrainian children 
are taught only in Polish, and teaching 
in Ukrainian is forcibly suppressed. The 
children are forbidden to speak Ukrain- 
ian, reminiscent of the Ukraine under 
Czarist Russia. Also, in the institutions 
of higher learning, the enrollment quota 
has been so reduced until only one stu- 
dent in 100 is Ukrainian. To hold evén 
one of the lowliest of public offices, a 
person must be Polish, thereby closifig 
any prospect to Ukrainians aspiring to 
office. The Poles oppréss all Ukrainian 
trade co-operatives and, in many cases, 
set fire to the buildings and even to small 
towns. 

Mr. Tuholske will find any number of 
the Manchester Guardian, from 1932 to 
the current issue, a source of enlighten- 
ment as to conditions in his own Poland. 
The Manchester Guardian of Oct. 13, 
1932, will give him authoritative informa- 
tion regarding Germany's equality dé- 
mands and German and Ukrainian mi- 
norities in Poland. We think that Poland 
is far in the lead when it comes to ex- 
emplification of systematized barbarism.

It ble to interpret the address of Norman 
H. Davis before the international arms conference at 
Geneva as meaning anything less than that the 
Roosevelt administration is sympathetic with the 
ideal expressed by the League of Nations, 

‘Mr. Davis is necessarily cautious in so contro 
versial a field, but the implications of what he said 
are nevértheless significant. He has saved the con- 
ference from the cértaifity of total failure by bringing 
the United States back to the principle of peace by 
compulsion, upon which Mr. Wilson staked everything 
after the war. 

The statement of the case by the leader of the 
American delegation is impressive. Following Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's dramatic appeal to the world, it 
cannot fail to apprise men everywhere of the des- 
perate choice which confronts the nations of reduc: 
ing their armaments and pledging themselves to com~ 
mon action, perhaps by embargo, against the ag- 
gressor or going down in another great conflict 
induced by offensive weapons and the widespread 
fear of aggression. 

It goes without saying that what Mr. Davis has 
told the Geneva conferénoé is at best only what the 


‘Washington Government feels in the international 


crisis and what it hopes it can gain consent to do 
for the sake of peace and alleviation. Only Congress 
can say either how far we will ourselves disarm or to 
what extent or how we would join in punishing an- 
other nation which violated the peace of the world. 
If we may judge by what happened when this same 
issue came before the country 14 years ago, the people 
of the United States will need a great deal of per- 
suasion before they will acquiesce in any interna- 
tional concert. : 

If they are persuaded, they must first believe that 
an international society can do what the President 
and Mr. Davis believe it can do, and that from the 
viewpoint of enlightened self-interest, our relation 
to such a concert of nations should be what these 
gentlemen propose. Mr. Davis does not say that 
the United States proposes to join in scotching an of- 
fender against the international peace. He contents 
himself with a negative statement that “we will re- 
frain from any action tending to defeat such collec- 
tive effort which these states may make to restore 
peace.” ‘ 

Certainly neither the President nor Mr. Davis 
wishes us to infer that he advocates such use of our 
armed forces. 

The Covenant of the League of Nations made a 
positive commitment. This was in Article X, 
which pledged the members of the League “to re 
spect and presérve as against external aggression the 
territorial integrity and existing political inde- 
pendence of all members of the League.” 

The Senate interpreted this to mean that if called 
upon by the League we would have to send our armies 
into foreign lands. The fact that this implication has 
not been borne out in the 14 years of the League is 
not a sufficient answer to charges that this is what 
the article means. The absence of the United States 
from the League has deprived it of the power to 
serve any such peace-making purpose as that which 
Mr. Wilson had in mind. In the words of Stanley 
Baldwin, former Prime Minister of Great Britain: 


It is not for us to cajole or advise the United 
States to get into the League of Nations, yet I 
tell you that every international problem since 
the Versailles Treaty has been made imponder- 
ably more difficult because of the ahsence of the 
United States from the League. 


The whole matter lies in the laps of the gods. The 
world may or may not be on the thresholdof a new 
era. We have no oracle to consult, and so cannot 
know. The warnings sounded by President Roose- 
velt and his spokesman at Geneva are solemn enough; 
there will be no dissent anywhere from their de- 
scription of the case and the dreadful necessities by 
which the world is faced. 

There will be plenty of dissent from the remedies 
proposed, particularly in the United States. Europe 
has not removed in America the fear that to essay 
the role of -peace-maker might fnvolve us in her 
squabbles. The one thing clear at the moment, and 
the one which must compel the greatest sympathy, 
is that the United States is at lact essaying that role 
of world leader in which she was cast by the great 
war. 
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KEEPING THE STREETS CLEAR. 

In connection with removal of the hazardous traf- 
fic circle at Lindell and Union, which was started 
today, it has been wisely decided not to install a 
traffic signal in the center of the intersection as 
originally planned, but to have lighte at the four 
corners. Placing the light in the middle of the street 
would have been merely to replace a large-sized tratf- 
fic hazard with a smaller one. Street Commissioner 
McMahon is benefiting hy the city’s previous experi- 
ence with this type of light, and it has been a disas- 
trous one. The first automatic signal in St. Louis, 
installed in 1922 at Lindell and Newstead, was of this 
type. It was damaged time and again by motor cars 
until finally, after it had been wrecked beyond repair 
in such an accident three years ago, the light was re- 
placed by signals at the four corners. It is only com- 
mon sense in working for traffic safety to keep al! 
unnecessary objects out of the traffic’s path, whether 
such objects be flower beds or light signals. 

: HIGHER EDUCATION. 

Dr. Harry C. McKown, professor of education at 
the University of Pittsburgh, will presently be with 
us as a méinber of Washington University’s summer 
faculty. He has written séven books on education, 
so he probably knows what it is, which, of course, 
leaves him one up on Henry Adams, who more or 
less diligently sought edtication all his life and never 
found it, though he did admit encountering it at the 
famous house party which listened the night through 
to the supernatural erudition of the, yet unknown 
Swinburne.

M. H. Doyne has submitted to Mayor Dickmann a 
plan for improving the central river front, represent- 
ing, as he tells us, many yéars of thought on the 
subject. The plan, outlined in the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday, contemplates an outlay of $19,000,000, much 
Of which would come from the pockets of property 
owners in the river front section. It calls for a mu- 
hicipal recreation pier, a park, a levee boulevard, in 
addition to the widening of Third street, an under- 
ground terminal for street cars and busses, parking 
space for automobiles and other features. 

There are many points of difference between Mr. 
Doyne’s plan and the one prepared some years ago 
by the City Plan Commission. One of the basic fea- 
tures of the latter, for example, was the double-deck- 
ing of Third street, for the purpose of separating 
freight automotive traffic from passenger cars, and 
the integration of the new thoroughfare with the 


city’s major street system and the bridges. Whether 


the levee boulevard, proposed by Mr. Doyne, plus 
Third street widening, is an effective substitute is a 
question. : 

For all of the differences between the plans, how- 
ever, we believe they agree in the three fundamenta! 
principles which must govern river front improve- 
ment, namely, it must provide for easy access by 
vehicles, it must set up a suitable system for the 
free movement of mass transportation and there must 
be regulation of the nature of the private property 
development that would accompany the public works. 

We are not prepared to pass judgment on the Doyne 
plan, though we welcome Mr. Doyne into the field. 
His proposals are stimulating, they will provoke 
much discussion and, whether they are accepted or 
not, they will serve to advance a project which means 
more to St. Louis than any other single thing. More- 
over, as we pointed out last Saturday, the imminent 
passage of the public works bill by Congress, pro- 
viding for grants to states and municipalities for just 
such projects as this, is an immediate and direct chal- 
lenge to St. Louis leadership. The opportunity for 
Federal aid in financing the improvement is upon us. 
It may not come again. 

We trust the Mayor will embrace it. He will un- 
doubtedly seek the counsel of the City Plan Commis- 
sion, whose function it is to envisage the future St. 
Louis and which has given profound consideration to 
the river front. Neither Mr. Doyne’s plan nor the City 
Plan Commission’s design is fixed and immutable. 
As a matter of fact, endless river front plans could be 
devised, all of them with merit. It is not so much a 
matter between one plan and another as it is that 
we definitely embark on a course of action. 
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A WISE POSTPONEMENT. 

As reported by Senator Clark to the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce, there will be no action on the 
St. Lawrence Seaway Treaty during the special ses- 
sion. This, in our opinion, is a wise move on the 
part of the Senate. Whatever the merits of the 
treaty or the validity ef the objections raised to it, 
the fact remains that it is a highly controversial 
subject and will, in all probability, be the center 
of a prolonged discussion when it comes up for rati- 
fication. As it is, Congress will have all it can do 
to handle the rest of President Roosevelt’s program 
and adjourn, as he desires, before the opening of the 
London conference. 

Debate in the Senate now over the St. Lawrence 
Seaway Treaty, which is not an emergency measure, 
would only take time from the consideration of legis- 
lation which the administration regards as vitally im- 
portant. The Senate follows the always commendable 
rule of putting first things first. 

MUSSOLINI’S PEACE PLAN APPROVED. 

Premier Mussolini’s plan for peace, which has now 
been approved by the “Big Four” at Geneva, brings 
into the open, like Mr. Roosevelt’s peace message, 
cértain commonsense fundamentals, without which 
permanent peace is impossible. Neither offers any 
major innovation to the peace debate. Both restate 
principles previously adopted as necessary -to ending 
the fears that breed war. It is a sad commentary 
on the world’s plight that these fundamentals had 
become obscured and were in danger of being for- 
gotten. It required such a shock as Mr. Roosevelt’s 
forthright message, and now the formal acceptance 
of the Mussolini plan, to get these principles back 
into the world’s perspéctive. 

The European crisis of two months ago, caused 
largely by the Nazis’ rise to power in Germany, led 
to energetic efforts by Premiers MacDonald and Mus- 
solini to evolve an understanding. After issuing his 
own program, which was the first that sought to 
fix the size of European armies, MacDonald made a 
hasty visit to Italy. Following this, Mussolini on 
March 20 stated his proposal: a 10-year pact, in 
which England, France, Germany and Italy pledged 
themselves to work for reconstruction and peace, to 
recognize the principle of arms equality for Germany 
and to agree on the possibility of treaty revision 
within the provisions of the League Covenant. Most 
of the world has long been convinced that permanent 
peace depends on disarmament and treaty revision. 
It is upon these obvious principles that the Mussolini 
plan is based, : 

In Europe’s harassed state at that moment, accept- 
ance of even these principles seemed impossible. Ger- 
many was demanding reatmament and destruction of 
the Versailles Treaty; France and her allies want- 
ed to keep Germany disarmed and to preserve the 
status quo of the frontiers. Mr. Roosevelt's message, 
followed by Hitler’s reversal of policy in his concil 
jatory speech of acceptance, are apparently the fac- 
tors that made the present agreement possible. Ap- 
proval of the plan by Frante and Gerniany means 
concessions by both, but undoubtedly réliéves the Bu- 
ropean tension, for the moment, at least, Many de- 
fails remain to be worked out, and the inclusion of 
other nations in the pact is highly to be desired. Yet 
it is a gesture toward peace that puts four of Et- 
rope’s key nations on récord for peace—a significant 
action.in these trying times.

NE of the commonest arguments ad- 
() vances by the opponents of controlled 

inflation has been that the real diffti- 
culty under which we have been laboring is 
not that prices were too low, but that some 
prices had fallen more than other pric>;, 
thus destroying the balance of our economic 
system. In objecting to an inflationary pol- 
icy, it was frequently argued inat a ~en- 
eral rise in the price level would not correct 
this trouble since, it was said, the disparity 
among particular prices would remain. 

We now have a little experience by which 
to test this argument. Although there have 
been no actual inflationary measures yet 
put into effect, ever since March 4 it has 
been evident to many persons that some inr- 
flation was necessary and inevitable. Since 
the middle of April, when the gold embargo 
was prociaimed, it has been evident to 
everyone that some inflation would be prac- 
ticed. As a result, the markets have antici- 
pated by speculation the effects of an infla- 
tion which would reduce the value of the 
dollar in gold by something between 10 and 
20 per cent. As a result, there has been a 
marked rise in the genera] price level, and 
this rise has brought about a distinct eco- 
nomic improvement. 

But when we examine this rise in prices, 
we find that the prophecies have not been 
vindicated which said that the disparity of 
prices would not be corrected. The evidence 
seems to show that the inflationary process 
has not merély raised the general average 
of prices, but that it has tended powerfully 
to correct the disparity of prices. In other 
words, those commodities which were most 
deflated have tended to make the best gains, 
whereas those prices which have fallen lit- 
tle or not at all have tended to rise very 
little. If these tendencies persist, it would 
be justifiable to say that the monetary 


policy is producing a genuine restoration 


of balance. 
° . + 

The New York Journal of Commerce pub- 
lishes a weekly index of wholesale prices, 
and yesterday it offered its readers a very 
significant analysis of what has happened. 
The low point in the average was reached 
Feb. 4, when the index stood at 525. By 
April 1, it had risen to 53.6, a gain of only 
1.1 points. Then came the gold embargo 
and the decision to adopt a controlled infla- 
tion. By May 13, the average had risen to 
59.5, a gain of seven points from the bottom. 

But when the movement of separate 
groups of commodities is analyzed, as the 
Journal of Commerce has done, a most sig- 


‘nificant result appears: “Of the five groups 


of commodities which showed the least de- 
flation from the 1927-29 price level on 
March 4, 1933, two groups—pulp and paper 
and fuels—have actually declined during the 
past two months, while none of the other 
three groups—chemicals, iron and steel and 
building materials—has shown a _ rise of 
more than three points. On the other hand, 
each of the five price groups which hed 
suffered especially severe deflation through 


the long period of depression—paint mater- . 


fals, non-ferrous metals, foods, textiles and 
grain—has shown advances ranging from 
about eight to 22 points since early March.” 

These are very reassuring symptoms, for 
they mark a restoration of the equilibrium

rather than a mere raising of all prices. 
If these tendencies can be promoted; if, as 
ought to happen, the most deflated will be 


the most reflated, with fixed charges re-. 


maining stationary, wholesale prices rising 
more than the cost of living, the policy will 
be an indubitable success. 

Within the past week, it must be noted, 
however, that the advancing movement of 
prices has been -arrested and has even be- 
come reactionary. This may with reason- 
able confidence be ascribed to two reports 
which have come out of Washington. Oné 
was the Federal Reserve System was still 
hesitating about proceeding with the open 
market operation to expand credit. ‘The 
other was that negotiations were under way 
to stabilize the dollar in rélation to gold. 
The effect of these two reports has been to 
make the American dollar “stronger,” which 
at the present time is equivalent to making 
American prices weaker.

Now there is a good deal to be said for a 
tentative stabilization of the dollar at, say, 
20 per cent depreciation, if that will facili- 
tate the negotiations at London. But there 
is nothing to be said for a stabilization, even 


of a tentative kind, which would promote a - 


rise in the dollar to its old parity. That 
would shake prices down and rénew the 
deflationary spiral. For any stabilization 
which merely prevents the dollar from fall- 
ing will almost certainly cause the dollar to 
rise unless the administration and the Fed- 
eral Reserve System give definite proof that 
they really mean to proceed with the policy 
of controlled inflation. 

It follows that there ought to be no fur- 
ther delay about making it clear, through 
large purchases of Governmefit securities, 
that the administration's monetdry policy is 
seriously and resolutely to be carried out. 
It would, I believe, be a great mistake to 
consider any stabilization, however tenta- 
tive, unless this is done, and in recommend- 
ing, some days ago in this column, tat a 
tentative stabilization be effected, I assumed 
that the Federal Reserve System would not 
hesitate about open market operations any 
longer. Since then, it has béen reported as 
hesitating, and if’ the Reserve banks con- 
tinue to hesitate, the administration would, 
I believe, make a dangerous mistake to sta- 
bilize the dollar at this time.

PARK SLASHES OUTLAY 
10 BALANCE BUDGET 


Governor Vetoes or Withholds 
$800,000 of Legislature’s 
Appropriations. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 23.— 
Gov. Park today signed the last of 
the appropriation bills passed by 
the 1933 Legislature, and completed 
his task of trimming over-appropri- 
ations so as to bring the authorized 


general revenue expenditures for 
the biennial period of 1933-34 with- 
in the State Tax Commission’s es- 
timate of probable revenue. 

The Legislature appropriated 
$15,850,472 for State depdrtments 
against general revenue, aside from 
the one-third of that fund set aside 
for the public schools. The de- 
partmental appropriations were $1,- 
181,000 in excess of the Tax Com- 
mission’s estimate of what would 
be available. 

The Governor vetoed or withheld 
slightly more than $800,000 in items. 
The balance of the over-appropria- 
tion represents $385,000 in condi- 
tional appropriations, to be released 
if money becomes available, or to 
be advanced to departments on con- 
dition it will be repaid later from 
earnings. 

The Governor announced the 
cuts made balanced the general 
revenue budget with a surplus of 
about $15,000. 

The last three bills disposed of 
by the Governor were the educa- 
tional institution bill, general re- 
liefs and deficiencies, and a bill 
carrying miscellaneous departmen- 
tal appropriations. The Governor 
vetoed $645,902 in items and with- 
held $84,000 in other appropriations, 
to be released later if money be- 
comes available. 

Among the larger vetoed items 
were $25,000 of a $250,000 appropri- 
ation. for the Missouri National 
Guard; $50,000 of a $339,500 item 
for vocational education; $170,000 
of a $340,000 item for teacher train- 
ing work in St. Louis, Kansas City 
and St. Joseph; $30,000 for the Ne- 
gro Agricuitural School at Dalton,

The Governor vetoed $25,000 of a 
$75,000 appropriation for St. Louis, 
which was intended to carry out, 
in part, the provisions of an act 
passed in 1931, under which the 
State would pay $8 a month toward 
the maintenance of insane patients 
in the city sanitarium in St. Louis. 
The city maintains its own hospital 
for insane persons, in addition to 
contributing toward support of the 
State hospitals, and the purpose of 
the 1931 act was to reimburse the 
city in part. 

Gov. Park stated in his veto mes- 
sage that while a much larger 
amount was due the city, the condi- 
tion of the State finances was such 
that only $50,000 could be paid at 
this time. “Later, however, when 
our finances permit it,” he said, 
“the total obligation should be dis- 
charged.” 

In disposing of the bill for the 
State educational institutions, the 
Governor withheld $12,000 from the 
appropriations of each of the five 
State teachers’ cotieges at Kirks- 
ville, Maryville, Warrensburg, 
Springfield and Cape Girardeau, 
the School of Mines at Rolla, and 
the University of Missouri, the 
$84,000 thus withheld to be released 
later if revenues exceed the esti- 
mates. He vetoed $9025 in several 
small miscellaneous appropriations 
for the university, and $31,200 of 
the $317,200 appropriation for Lin- 
coln University for Negroés, in Jef- 
ferson City.

The Humane Society of Missouri, 
after 65 years of operation, is with- 
out funds and with debts totaling 
$5000, Gerald B. O'Reilly, its presi- 
dent, said today. Salaries to its 
eight employes, including Eric Han- 
sen, executive secretary, have been 
in arrears for several months. 
Directors of the society will meet 
tomorrow to consider ways and 
means of continuing its work, even 
on a greatly curtailed basis, O’Reil- 
ly said. 

The financial plight of the soci- 
ety, he explained, has been brought 
about through a decrease in contri- 
butions during the past two years. 
Voluntary contributions are depend- 
ed on, he said, to supply about 90 
per cent of its $25,000 annual op- 
erating cost, with membership fees 
making up the balance. 

Insolvency was staved off last 
year, O’Reilly said, by unexpected 
bequests, totaling about $10,000. 
An opportunity was offered this 
year to place the society on a self- 
supporting basis, O’Reilly added, 
when Mayor Dickmann offered to 
permit it to take charge of the 
city’s dog-catching work and li- 
cense collections on a fee basis.

Make It Easy for Partner to

I want to make it very easy for 
my partner to bid. I expect him 
to bid one no trump, which I will 
immediately raise to three. To de- 
liver the game, I need from him 
only the king of clubs and one ace. 
True, if both missing aces are on 
my left I might only take eight 
tricks, but this bad break would be 
offset if he held a needed jack or 
if his four-card suit broke evenly, 
setting up a thirteenth ‘card in it. 
The point is that with an ace and 
the king of clubs he would prob- 
ably have to pass a no-trump bid— 
there are not enough intermediates 
left to give him protection in the 
other two suits—whereas with 
these same values he would un- 
hesitatingly bid one no trump in 
response to my club bid.

I want to make it very easy for 
my partner to bid. I expect him 
to bid one no trump, which I will 
immediately raise to three. To de- 
liver the game, I need from him 
only the king of clubs and one ace. 
True, if both missing aces are on 
my left I might only take eight 
tricks, but this bad break would be 
offset if he held a needed jack or 
if his four-card suit broke evenly, 
setting up a thirteenth card in it. 
The point is that with an ace and 
the king of clubs he wouid prob- 
ably have to pass a no-trump bid— 
there are not enough intermediates 
left to give him protection in the 
other two suits—whereas with 
these same values he would un- 
hesitatingly bid one no trump in 
response to my club bid. If his 
response were one-Over-one in any 
of the suits I would bid two no 
trumps, a forcing response. If his 
bid had been two clubs I would bid 
three no trumps. We would not get 
bevond game unless he held three 
aces and the king of clubs, in 
which case he could almost name 
my high cards and would bid 
either four no trumps, which I 
would take to six, or five in his 
suit if it were a six-card holding, 
tr with A J x x x and distribu- 
uonal inducements for,suit play 
in preference to no trumps.

We have entrusted our economic 
order to the policy of “let alone.” 
And it has ended in ore of the most 
terrible social disasters in history. 
We have committed our marriage 
system to the same policy. And if 
you will look around you will find 
the same kind of disaster—not only 
countless tragic wrecks of mar- 
riages that wouldn't work, but 
countless unhappy hearts pining 
in a desert loneliness of celibacy. 

I believe that everybody should 
get married. But I don't favor forc- 
ing people into it by the sheer pres- 
sure of social necessity. Nor do I 
favor holding them in captivity af- 
ter the forma] bonds have been 
forged. 

Marriage is not a duty. It is one 
of the greatest satisfactions our 
civilization can afford. But its 
possibilities for happiness are be 
ing destroyed not because it has 
become Godless, as sO Many say, 
but because we have not thought 
about it, have not planned for it, 
have not organized it for its 
greatest fruitfulness. 

More than one hundred thousand 
women at present seek the services 
of a few private marriage bureaus. 
Now, these women are of the so- 
called bolder type—women who re- 
fuse to let out-of-date notions of 
respectability doom them to celi- 
bacy. Goodness knows how many 
women there are who would like 
to miarry but who cannot locate a 
mate any more than our jobless 
men can find jobs in our labyrinthic 
individualism. 

If the growing complexity of our 
civilization has made it difficult 
and often’ impossible to bring men 
and jobs together, it has, also 
thrown up impassable barriers be- 
tween men and women. '

I have received scores of letters 
from people who would like to mar- 
ry, but who cannot make contact 
with the other side of the marriage 
market. 

And just as industrial laissez 
faire has caused tragedies of job- 
less workers within a few blocks of 
a job in our great cities, so I have 
seen marital laissez faire keep wom- 
en from marriage though living 
within a few miles of a suitable hus- 
band. All that was needed in 
many cases was that they should 
have been brought into contact with 
one another.

HAVE seen women marry the 

man who happened to be the 

nearest available, when in the 
same town were hundreds of more 
desirable men. The mere absence of 
an introduction, a foolishly blind 
quest for mates, a highly disor- 
ganized marriage market have con- 


demned thousands of people to celi- . 
bacy and thousands of others to an. 


unprofitable choice. 

If we are going to have compe- 
tition for wives and husbands, then 
let us make that competition as 
intelligant as the technique of mod- 
ern advertisement has made _ the 
choice of mere commodities!

study to be a doctor or a law-

We have professors of smoke

We have allowed people 
to go on choosing blindly—some not 
able to choose at all—and_then tried 
to hold them to their guesswork 
through the irrevocabilty of their 
haphazard commitment. — 

I don’t like this viewpoint about 
marriage and I believe that the 
moder.. world is repudiating it 
every day. Marriage should be filled 
with happiness. It should endure 
as a mutually profitable and satis- 
factory human arrangement. 

But to accomplish this we must 
organize for marriage. It is im- 


) perative that educators take quick 


note of marriage as an educational 
goal. 

But the difficulty is getting them 
to recognize marriage as worthy of 
education’s attention.
